Zuckerberg: Facebook stock 
plunge 'disappointing' 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Facebook founder Mark 
Zuckerberg said yesterday the 
plunge in the company's stock 
price since its public offering 
was "disappointing" but would 
not change the company's mis¬ 
sion. 

"The performance of the 
stock has obviously been dis¬ 
appointing and we care about 
our shareholders," Zuckerberg 
told a San Francisco confer¬ 
ence, but said that over time, 
"we're going to be making 
more money on mobile than 
we make on desktop." 

Zuckerberg appeared at the 
TechCrunch Disrupt SF 2012 
conference, in his first public 
interview since the massive 
public offering May 18 that 
was hotly anticipated but 
ended up being a flop. 


Facebook shares have lost 
around half their value since 
the IPO at $38 a share. 

Zuckerberg said that despite 
the disappointment, "we're 
going to execute this mission 
about making the world more 
connected." 

Zuckerberg also sought to 
address critics who suggest the 
company is ill-prepared for a 
shift to mobile devices, where 
Facebook has only begun to 
get ad revenues. 

"Now we are a mobile com¬ 
pany," he said. 

He said the company will 
seek to pursue its "mission" 
while seeking to make money 
for shareholders. 

"We are a mission driven 
company," he said. 

"Building a mission and 
building a business go hand in 
hand. From the beginning 
we've had this understanding 
we've had to do both." 

But Zuckerberg said Face- 
book is not building its own 
mobile phone, despite some re¬ 
ports to the contrary. 

"The phone just doesn't 
make any sense," Zuckerberg 
said in an interview at a San 
Francisco technology confer¬ 
ence, brushing aside some re¬ 
ports from earlier this year.

AAA reacts to media expressions 
related to suspension of employee 


ORANJESTAD - Aruba Air¬ 
port Authority N.V. (AAA) 
has taken notice of several 
publications and radio broad¬ 
casts about disciplinary mea¬ 
sure taken against of one of its 
employees. 

As a general rule, AAA 
does not react in the press re¬ 
garding individual emplo¬ 
yees, nor their disciplinary 
status. However, since in this 
case, the matter has become 
public and certain unfounded 
accusations are being made, 
AAA has decided to respond. 
By means of this release AAA 
wants to relay that the disci¬ 


plinary action taken against 
this particular AAA employee, 
is not based on his activities as 
trade-union representative. 

AAA has always had the 
highest regard for union - re¬ 
lations and union representa¬ 
tives and has in fact recently 
closed a new collective wor¬ 
king agreement that is benefi¬ 
cial for both parties and allows 
for time off with pay for union 
representatives. AAA respects 
union-rights, the applicable 
laws and treaties and has con¬ 
firmed this position again in 
the current collective working 
agreement. 


However, the fact is that 
when any employee, even if 
this employee is a union repre¬ 
sentative, acts in such a man¬ 
ner that the legitimate interests 
of his employer are jeopard¬ 
ized, AAA can not overlook 
the matter without giving the 
employee a disciplinary meas¬ 
ure for his behavior and ac¬ 
tions, even if the employee is a 
union-representative. 

Like any other AAA em¬ 
ployee, all employees that 
hold union positions are ex¬ 
pected to act as a good em¬ 
ployee and in the interests of 
AAA.

Venezuelan livestock 
expert visits Santa Rosa 



Just recently Santa Rosa re¬ 
ceived a special visit from 
Raimundo Fuenmayor, Vice 
President of the Equipo Zu- 
liano Para Cria, in Venezuela. 
Coincidentally, Fuenmayor is a 
repeat guest and Timeshare 
holder on Aruba. 

After following the pro¬ 
gress of Santa Rosa on Face 
book and through the media, 
Fuenmayor decided to pay 
Santa Rosa a personal visit to 
see for himself how Santa 
Rosa operates. He spent time 
conversing with newly ap¬ 
pointed Director of Santa 
Rosa, Nathalie Maduro. 
Maduro introduced Fuen¬ 
mayor to the recent develop¬ 
ments at Santa Rosa and he 
shared what is happening in 
Venezuela regarding their live¬ 
stock and agriculture program. 
They also explored the possi¬ 
bility for the interchange of 
ideas and experiences. 

One important matter 
which was discussed is the re¬ 
cycling system and low ex¬ 
pense sustainable projects for 
consumers that are practiced in 
Venezuela which could be ap¬ 
plied and adapted in Aruba. 
Example of this is the use of 
recycled wooden pallets to fab¬ 
ricate steel or fences for live¬ 
stock. They also discussed the 
importance of producing or¬ 
ganic products for local con¬ 
sumption and the quality of 
products that can be produced 


locally, like vegetables, meat, 
milk and cheese, etc. 

They also discussed the pre¬ 
vention of diseases among the 
animals, which is controlled in 
Venezuela through an aware¬ 
ness program and funds for 
prevention. This information is 
very crucial for Santa Rosa. 
Here the Minister has instituted 
a commission to explore the 
possibility for changing the law 
on the import of livestock from 
Colombia, Venezuela and 
Brazil with the objective of re¬ 
ducing the high cost of import¬ 
ing from the USA. This would 
enable us to increase the num¬ 
ber of animals for the local 
consumption of fresh meat. 

Mr. Fuenmayor was im¬ 
pressed to see how Aruba’s pri¬ 
mary sector has developed in 
such a short period of time. 

Fuenmayor had words of 
praise for the work of the new 
director and her staff and for 
the excellent performance of 
the Santa Rosa department.

Luciano Milliard lectures at University

Milliard’s lecture 
was one of several as part of 
the course in Social Legisla¬ 
tion and Policy. 

Milliard has ample experi¬ 
ence teaching constitutional 
rights. His goal in this parti¬ 


cular lecture was to explain 
the relationship between the¬ 
ory and practice and to make 
the information as relevant as 
possible to students. 

A focus on the political and 
judicial structure in 
Aruba: 

According to Milliard, in 
order for social workers to do 
their job in a professional 
manner, they must be knowl¬ 
edgeable about the function¬ 
ing of government and of 


Parliament as well as of the 
social assistance and benefits 
of Aruba. 

Aruba has her own laws 
and system but as a country 
Aruba also forms part of the 
Human Rights Program, and 
must adhere to international 
norms which also apply to us. 

It is important, according 
to Milliard, for students to 
understand how the process 
of making political decisions 
influences the development 
of certain laws. He claims 



that it is impossible for social 
workers to practice their pro¬ 
fession without having this 
knowledge. 

What’s more, says Mil¬ 
liard, it’s crucial that students 
know the critical role that the 
political and judicial structure 
has. This knowledge can be 
used to influence the welfare 
and human development of 


vulnerable groups in our 
community. 

The senior class students 
were enthusiastic about the 
first phase of this lecture se¬ 
ries and actively participated 
in the discussion which fol¬ 
lowed.

Euro-MPs press E.European 
countries over secret CIA 
prisons 


US confirms protesters breached Cairo 
embassy wall 


STRASBOURG (AFP) - Eu¬ 
ropean Union member states 
accused of having hosted se¬ 
cret CIA jails in the wake of 
the 9/11 attacks should come 
clean on the issue, said a reso¬ 
lution approved yesterday by 
the European Parliament. 

The non-binding resolution 
targeted Lithuania, Poland and 
Romania in particular. 

They were urged to shed 
more light on allegations that 
they had hosted secret prisons 
used by the US Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency for its contro¬ 
versial rendition program in 
the wake of the September 11, 
2001 attacks. 

The resolution was based 
on a new report submitted to 
the parliament by French 
Greens MEP Helene Flautre. 

Welcoming the vote, she 
said: "The report supports the 
existence of a vast, secret and 
illegal system that led to acts 
of torture and forced disap¬ 
pearances. 

"It is based on new facts re¬ 
vealed, in particular, in aerial 
databases held by Eurocon¬ 
trol," she added. Eurocontrol is 
responsible for air traffic con¬ 
trol and safety in EU territory. 

The resolution, which was 
adopted by 568 votes to 34, 
with 77 abstentions, declared: 
"Only genuine national secu¬ 
rity grounds can justify se¬ 


crecy. 

It denounced the obstacles 
it said some member states had 
put in the way of probes by na¬ 
tional parliaments and the ju¬ 
diciary into the CIA program. 

"Lack of transparency, clas¬ 
sification of documents, preva¬ 
lence of national and political 
interests (...) lack of rigorous 
investigative techniques and of 
cooperation" are among these 
obstacles," the resolution 
added. 

It called on Romania to re¬ 
open inquiries into alleged 
CIA detention centers on its 
territory in the light of new 
evidence of flights between 
Romania and Lithuania. 

It also called on Lithuania 
to cooperate. 

And it urged Poland to per¬ 
severe in an ongoing criminal 
probe into the secret detention 
centers said to have operated 
there, while deploring the gov¬ 
ernment's silence on the inves¬ 
tigation. 

The resolution also called 
on several other member states 
to fully disclose any relevant 
information they might have 
on the issue of secret CIA 
flights on their territory. 

It named Britain, Cyprus, 
Denmark, Finland, Germany, 
Greece, Ireland, Italy, Poland, 
Portugal, Romania and Spain. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
group of protesters scaled the 
wall at the US embassy in Cairo 
yesterday and tore down the 
Stars and Stripes, a US State 
Department official confirmed. 

"We had some people 
breach the wall, take the flag 
down and replace it," State De¬ 
partment spokeswoman Victo¬ 
ria Nuland said, adding that so 
far there had not been any re¬ 
ports of injuries. 

US voices 
hope for 
new era in 
Somalia 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday con¬ 
gratulated the new president of 
Somalia, voicing hope the 
election of Hassan Sheikh Mo- 
hamud will mark a new era for 
the African nation tom by two 
decades of war. 

"We look forward to wor¬ 
king with him," State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Victoria 
Nuland told journalists, adding 
that Monday's presidential 
vote was "the final step in the 
roadmap to end the transition." 

"It's also a hopeful sign for 
the new era of Somali gover¬ 
nance," she said, highlighting 
security gains made in the 
Horn of Africa nation by an 
African Union mission and So¬ 
mali national forces. 

The White House late Mon¬ 
day also sent congratulations 
to the "Somali people for com¬ 
pleting this momentous politi¬ 
cal transition" which it said 
marked "an important mile¬ 
stone" for the country. 

Hassan Sheikh Mohamud, a 
56-year-old university lecturer, 
who is little known outside his 
country, defied predictions and 
was chosen by lawmakers as 
Somalia's new president from 
among a dozen hopefuls. 


"What I heard was that it 
was replaced with a... plain 
black flag. But I may not be 
correct in that," she added, 
asked if it was an Al-Qaeda 
flag. 

An AFP photographer said 
some 3,000 demonstrators, 
most of them hardline Islamist 
supporters of the Salafist 
movement or football fans, 
gathered at the Cairo mission to 
protest a film deemed offensive 
to the Prophet Mohammed. 


AJACCIO (AFP) - Three peo¬ 
ple were found shot dead yes¬ 
terday in a car dumped in a 
ditch on the French Mediter¬ 
ranean island of Corsica, a 
source close to the inquiry into 
their killings said. 

The bodies were found in a 
mountain village near the town 
of Corte in the north of the is¬ 
land, which has suffered three 
decades of low-level violence 


A dozen men scaled the em¬ 
bassy walls and one of them 
tore down the US flag, replac¬ 
ing it with a black one in¬ 
scribed with the Muslim 
profession of faith: "There is 
no God but God and Mo¬ 
hammed is the prophet of 
God." 

The film was apparently 
produced by expatriate mem¬ 
bers of Egypt's Christian mi¬ 
nority resident in the United 
States.

Three people found shot dead in 
car in France 
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If Iran builds 
bomb, US has 
a year to act: 
Panetta 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States would have 
about a year to take action if 
Iran decided to build nuclear 
weapons and the American 
military is well-prepared if the 
moment comes, Defense Sec¬ 
retary Leon Panetta said in a 
television interview yesterday. 

The Pentagon chief told 
"CBS This Morning" that it 
would take Iran some time to 
construct a nuclear device once 
the Tehran leadership chose to 
go ahead. 

Asked how much time it 
would take, Panetta replied: 
"It’s roughly about a year right 
now. A little more than a year. 

"And so, we think we will 
have the opportunity once we 
know that they’ve made that 
decision, to take the action nec¬ 
essary to stop the program." 

Panetta’s comments come 
amid tension with Iran over its 
nuclear program as well as 
growing friction between the 
United States and Israel over 
the urgency of the threat posed 
by Tehran's uranium enrich¬ 
ment work. 

Israeli leaders have por¬ 
trayed Iran as on the verge of 
securing nuclear weapons and 
warned US officials that a 
"zone of immunity" could soon 
emerge in which it would be 
too late to stage bombing raids 
to derail Tehran's program. 

President Barack Obama's 
administration has taken a 
more cautious approach, sug¬ 
gesting there is still time to 
allow sanctions to take effect 
and for more potential sabo¬ 
tage of Iran's nuclear sites, ac¬ 
cording to analysts and former 
officials. 

Panetta said US spy agen¬ 
cies are able to track Iran's nu¬ 
clear project and assess how 
close the Islamic republic may 
be towards achieving the capa¬ 
bility to build an atomic bomb. 

"We have pretty good intel¬ 
ligence on them. We know 
generally what they're up to. 
And so we keep a close track 
on them," he said.

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Mine death toll rises as S.Africa's Malema urges stayaways 


CARLETONVILLE, South 
Africa (AFP) - The death toll 
in South Africa's month-long 
Lonmin platinum strike rose to 
45 yesterday, as maverick for¬ 
mer youth leader Julius 
Malema urged more stoppages 
in the vital mining sector. 

A man's hacked body was 
found at the platinum giant's 
Marikana mine, where police 
last month gunned down 34 


strikers in a wildcat stayaway, 
as the mine unrest over wage 
demands spread to Gold Fields 
where 15,000 people have 
downed tools. 

"A body of a man was 
found dead," said police 
spokesman Thulani Ngubane. 
"He seems to have been hit 
with a sharp object," he told 
AFP, after local media reported 
that the corpse had two gashes 


in the head. 

Tensions have been rising 
at the mine where workers 
have refused to return to work 
since downing tools on August 
10 unless the world's number 
three platinum producer bows 
to demands for a wage hike to 
12,500 rand ($1,526). 

Their call was taken up by 
Malema yesterday who urged 
workers at Gold Fields to 


strike for five days every 
month until mining giants bow 
to an across-the-board basic 
salary demand for the same 
amount. 

"If they don't meet your de¬ 
mand, we are going to strike 
every month for five days until 
we reach 12,500 rand," Ma¬ 
lema told a cheering crowd of 
around 3,000. 

"This is a serious revolu¬ 


tion, don't give up!" he said. 
"You must render the mines 
ungovernable." 

Expelled earlier this year 
from the ruling African Na¬ 
tional Congress (ANC) for ill- 
discipline, Malema has 
capitalised on the mining un¬ 
rest to push his radical views 
and to take political shots at his 
enemy President Jacob Zuma.

Ground Zero cancer victims to 
get compensation 



NEW YORK (AFP) - About 
50 types of cancer will be 
added to the list of diseases el¬ 
igible for coverage in a com¬ 
pensation program for people 
who became sick after the 
World Trade Center collapse 
on September 11, 2001, offi¬ 
cials announced. 

The National Institute for 
Occupational Safety and 
Health said it had confirmed a 
recommendation made in June 
to include the cancers, which 
break down into 14 categories. 


A $4.3 billion fund is avail¬ 
able for 9/11 health victims 
but until now cancer sufferers 
— believed to be in the many 
hundreds — have not been able 
to place claims of their own. 

Until now, most of the aid 
recipients, including local res¬ 
idents and emergency services 
personnel, have received com¬ 
pensation for respiratory dis¬ 
eases linked to the toxic dust 
and fumes from the fallen tow¬ 
ers. 

In the ruling, some cancers 


are excluded, but 14 broad cat¬ 
egories, containing dozens of 
different types, are included 
and sufferers would qualify for 
free treatment and compensa¬ 
tion. 

Despite huge sympathy and 
political backing for victims of 
9/11, the compensation deci¬ 
sion has been held up by the 
scarcity of evidence of a direct 
link between the World Trade 
Center tragedy and cancer. 

The pool of money for the 
overall health program will not 
be expanded. 

New York Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg welcomed the 
news, "We have urged from 
the very beginning that the de¬ 
cision whether or not to in¬ 
clude cancer be based on 
science," he said. 

"Dr Howard's decision, 
made after thorough consider¬ 
ation of the latest available re¬ 
search and data, will continue 
to ensure that those who have 
become ill due to the heinous 
attacks on 9/11 get the medical 
care they need and deserve.” 


Dengue fever: Vaccine trial raises a muted 
cheer 



PARIS (AFP) - A prototype 
vaccine for dengue notched up 
the best success yet against the 
disease but failed to protect 
against all its viral strains, re¬ 
searchers reported on Tuesday. 

Tested among just over 
4,000 children in rural Thai¬ 
land who were badly exposed 
to the mosquito-borne fever, 
the vaccine had no side effects 
but only worked against three 
out of the four dengue strains. 

The outcome shows that the 
quest is far from over, but the 
good news is "a safe vaccine 
against dengue is possible", 
the researchers said in The 
Lancet. 

According to the UN's 
World Health Organisation 
(WHO), between 50 and 100 
million dengue infections 


occur each year in more than 
100 countries. In 1970, the dis¬ 
ease was endemic in just nine 
countries. 

Half a million people each 
year develop severe dengue, a 
feverish condition requiring 
hospitalisation. 

But the search for the vac¬ 
cine has been complicated by 
the fact that there are four dif¬ 
ferent strains — known as 
DENV 1, 2, 3 and 4 - all of 
which may circulate in an out¬ 
break zone. 

Adding to the problem is 
that dengue seems to be exclu¬ 
sive to humans, which means 
it is impossible to test vaccines 
on lab animals first. 

As a result, trials have to 
proceed with even greater cau¬ 
tion than usual, and the for¬ 


mula has to be built up incre¬ 
mentally, on what has previ¬ 
ously been tested. 

The candidate vaccine, 
CYD-TPV, was given to 2,669 
children in three doses, while 
1,333 were given a harmless 
lookalike called a placebo to 
act as a comparison. 

The trial was a so-called 
Phase lib, meaning a stepped- 
up test in the long three-phase 
process by which new drugs 
are tested for safety and effec¬ 
tiveness. 

In the vaccine group, 76 
children, or 2.8 percent, fell di¬ 
agnosed with dengue, com¬ 
pared with 58 cases, or 4.4 
percent, among the control 
group. 

But among the inoculated 
children, protection against 
DENV 1, 3, 4 was 55.6 per¬ 
cent, 75.3 percent and 100 per¬ 
cent — but against DENV 2, it 
was just 9.2 percent. Overall, 
the protection was just 30.2 
percent. 

French pharmaceutical 
giant Sanofi Pasteur said that 
despite this disappointment, 
the story was not yet over. 

Phase III trials of CYD- 
TPV are underway in several 
other countries, where differ¬ 
ent conditions may give a dif¬ 
ferent outcome or, possibly, 
tips for a solution to widen the 
vaccine's shield. 
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Routine screening for 
ovarian cancer a 
failure: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Rou¬ 
tine screening for ovarian can¬ 
cer is ineffective and at times 
can do more harm than good, 
a panel of cancer specialists 
has concluded. 

"There is no existing 
method of screening for ovar¬ 
ian cancer that is effective in 
reducing deaths," said US Pre¬ 
ventive Services Task Force 
member and chair Dr Virginia 
Moyer. 

"In fact, a high percentage 
of women who undergo 
screening experience false- 
positive test results and conse¬ 
quently may be subjected to 
unnecessary harms, such as 
major surgery," added Moyer 
in a statement on the group's 


website and in the Annals of 
Internal Medicine. 

The tests include ovarian 
scans and blood tests that look 
at a marker that can be linked 
to the disease. 

The group said they are not 
recommended routinely for 
women who do not show signs 
of the disease, or who have ge¬ 
netic mutations (BRCA1 and 
BRCA2) that put them at a 
greater risk of developing it. 

Other medical groups al¬ 
ready have made similar rec¬ 
ommendations including the 
"American Cancer Society" 
and "American Congress of 
Obstetricians and Gynecolo¬ 
gists."

Sailboat navigates once-frozen 
Arctic waterway 



MONTREAL (AFP) - A 
three-man sailing expedition 
for the first time has navi¬ 
gated the once-frozen North¬ 
west Passage, a perilous 
Arctic route made accessible 
only because of melting 
caused by global warming. 

The Swedish sailboat, the 
9.4 meter (31 foot) Belzebub 
II, navigated through Mc¬ 
Clure Strait, northernmost 
waterway on the edge of the 
Canadian Northwest Territo¬ 
ries. 

The crew — American 
Morgan Peissel, Canadian 
Nicolas Peissel and the 


Swedish owner of the vessel, 
Edvin Buregren, 35 — said it 
was the first time that a ves¬ 
sel other than an icebreaker 
had breached the passage. 

They chronicled their 
three month long expedition 
on their website 
belzebub2.com. 

The voyage took them 
from Newfoundland, Canada 
to Greenland and through the 
Canadian Arctic, on their 
quest to document the rap¬ 
idly dwindling polar ice and 
to bring awareness to the ef¬ 
fects of global warming. 

"By sailing this newly-

our expedition will play a 
small part in bringing further 
attention to climate change 
and contributing to a larger 
shift in attitudes," they wrote 
on their site. 

"The Arctic is melting at 
an alarming rate and is clear 
proof of our disharmony with 
the planet," they wrote. 

"Our approach to sail 
across a historical stretch of 
water that has traditionally 
been frozen is meant to be a 
clear visual example of the 
extent of declining polar ice." 

The vessel is due to sail 
into Nome, Alaska, today.

Whistleblower wins $104 mn 
for revealing UBS fraud 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
authorities have awarded for¬ 
mer UBS banker Bradley 
Birkenfeld a $104 million for 
blowing the whistle on the 
Swiss bank's tax fraud, a 
whistleblowers group said yes¬ 
terday. 

"This is believed to be the 
largest reward ever given to an 
individual whistleblower in the 
United States and the first 
major reward issued under the 
IRS tax whistleblower law," 
the National Whistleblowers 
Center said in a statement. 

Birkenfeld earned the re¬ 
ward from the Internal Re¬ 
venue Service for providing 
the US government with "in¬ 
sider information on UBS's il¬ 
legal offshore banking 
scheme," said the Washington- 
based nonprofit organization. 

National Whistleblowers 
said his disclosures directly re¬ 
sulted in UBS paying a $780 


million fine to the US. 

"Mr. Birkenfeld's disclo¬ 
sures also forced the Swiss gov¬ 
ernment to change its tax treaty 
with the United States, resulting 
in UBS turning over the names 
of over 4,900 US taxpayers 
who held illegal offshore ac¬ 
counts. These 'taxpayers' are 
now being investigated and 
prosecuted," the center said. 

The UBS case was part of a 
broad push by US tax authori¬ 
ties to gain information on ac¬ 
counts held overseas by 
Americans allowing them to 
avoid US taxation. 

According to National 
Whistleblowers, more than 
35,000 taxpayers have come 
forward to participate in so- 
called amnesty programs to 
voluntarily repatriate their ille¬ 
gal offshore accounts and the 
US has collected over $5 bil¬ 
lion in back taxes, fines and 
penalties. 


European lawmakers demand 
women candidates for ECB job 


STRASBOURG (AFP) - Eu¬ 
ropean lawmakers yesterday 
blocked the nomination of 
Luxembourg's Yves Mersch to 
a top job on the all-male Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank's executive 
board, demanding govern¬ 
ments come up with female 
candidates instead. 

The parliament's economics 
committee said it would not 
take up Mersch's candidacy 
and called on Luxembourg 


Premier Jean-Claude Juncker - 
- who is also head of the Eu¬ 
rogroup of finance ministers — 
to give an explanation to par¬ 
liament. 

The issue has been building 
since eurozone finance minis¬ 
ters nominated Luxembourg 
central bank chief Mersch in 
July to replace Spain's Manuel 
Gonzalez Paramo in what was 
seen as a political deal.

Moody's warns could lower US 
triple-A rating 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Moody's warned yesterday it 
could strip the United States of 
its coveted triple-A credit rat¬ 
ing if Congress fails to produce 
a budget that will bring down 
the federal debt burden. 

"Budget negotiations dur¬ 
ing the 2013 Congressional 
legislative session will likely 
determine the direction of the 
US government's Aaa rating 
and negative outlook," the ra¬ 
tings firm said in a statement 

If the negotiations lead to 
specific policies that produce a 
stabilization and then down¬ 
ward trend in the ratio of fe¬ 
deral debt to GDP over the 
medium term, the rating will 
likely be affirmed and the out¬ 
look returned to stable, it said. 

"If those negotiations fail to 
produce such policies, how¬ 
ever, Moody's would expect to 
lower the rating, probably to 
Aal," the ratings agency said 
as it issued a new report, "Up¬ 
date of the Outlook for the US 
Government Debt Rating." 

The Moody's warning came 
less than two months before 
the November 6 election, with 
President Barack Obama fight¬ 
ing a close race for re-election 
against Republican foe Mitt 
Romney, and a congressional 
vote that could sway the bal¬ 
ance of power between the 
parties. 

Currently, Democrats dom¬ 
inate the Senate and Republi¬ 
cans control the House of 
Representatives. 

Moody's said it was un¬ 
likely it would keep the Aaa 
rating with a negative outlook 
into 2014. 

"The only scenario that 
would likely lead to its tempo¬ 
rary maintenance would be if

the method adopted to achieve 
debt stabilization involved a 
large, immediate fiscal shock - 
- such as would occur if the so- 
called 'fiscal cliff actually 
materialized — which could 
lead to instability," it said. 

The fiscal cliff — a man¬ 
dated mixture of spending cuts 
and tax hikes — is set to occur 
at the beginning of 2013, un¬ 
less bitterly divided lawmakers 
can find a way to avoid it. 

John Boehner, the Republi¬ 
can House speaker, said yester¬ 
day it was unlikely a deal to 
avoid the fiscal cliff could be 
reached. 

"I'm not confident at all," 
Boehner said in response to a 


reporter's question. "Listen, the 
House has done its job" on the 
fiscal cliff "that will cost our 
economy some 700,000 jobs." 

"The Senate at some point 
has to act. And on both of 
these, where is the president? 
Where's the leadership? Ab¬ 
sent without leave." 

Moody's said if the fiscal 
cliff happened, it would need 
evidence "that the economy 
could rebound from the shock 
before it would consider re¬ 
turning to a stable outlook." 

Mufteeva Inna, an analyst 
at Natixis, noted that Moody's 
final outcome depended hea¬ 
vily on the November 6 elec¬ 
tion results.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama lauded 
American unity Tuesday as the 
country marked a somber but 
low-key anniversary of the 
September 11, 2001 attacks 
under crisp blue skies 
poignantly reminiscent of 11 
years ago. 

’’The true legacy of 9/11 
will not be one of fear or hate 
or division,” Obama said at the 
Pentagon near Washington. ”It 
will be a safer world, a 
stronger nation, and a people 
more united than ever before.” 

Highlighting what he said 
were the ’’crippling” blows 


dealt against Al-Qaeda and the 
killing last year of Osama bin 
Laden, Obama said the United 
States is ’’even stronger.” 

As every year, relatives of 
the nearly 3,000 people killed 
when Al-Qaeda hijackers 
slammed airliners into New 
York’s World Trade Center 
gathered at Ground Zero to 
read out the names of the dead. 

The flawless blue sky was 
identical to the one 11 years 
ago when millions of people 
watched from the streets and 
live on television as the planes 
flew straight into the upper 
floors of the Twin Towers, 


causing them to collapse. 

However, emotions are dis¬ 
tinctly cooler as America fi¬ 
nally tries to draw a line under 
an event that sparked the 
decade of Washington’s con¬ 
troversial and expensive war 
on terror. 

No politicians joined in the 
reading at Ground Zero and 
security was less intense, in 
contrast to the 10th anniver¬ 
sary last year when Obama 
headed a long list of VIPs at 
the ceremony. 

June Pollicino, who lost her 
husband on 9/11, told AFP: ”1 
feel much more relaxed. After 
the ninth anniversary, those 
next days it started building up 
to the 10th anniversary. This 
year it's different in that re¬ 
gard. It's another anniversary 
we can celebrate in a discreet 
way.” 

In total, 2,983 names were 
read out at Ground Zero, in¬ 
cluding the 9/11 victims and 
those killed in the precursor to 
those attacks, the 1993 car 
bombing of the World Trade 
Center. 

The reading paused for si¬ 
lence at the exact time each of 
the four planes turned into fire¬ 
balls - two smashing into the 
Twin Towers, one into the Pen¬ 
tagon and one into a Pennsyl¬ 
vania field. 

Another two moments of si¬ 
lence were observed at the 
times the two main towers of 
the World Trade Center col¬ 
lapsed, accounting for the vast 
majority of 9/1 l's dead. 

Obama, who earlier stood 
for a moment's silence on the 
White House South Lawn, had 
no planned political events 
planned Tuesday and his re- 
election campaign planned to 
halt television advertising for 
the day. 

Helping to heal the wounds 
are the new memorial at 
Ground Zero and the near

Football: Japan tighten World 
Cup grip,, Iran shocked 



SINGAPORE (AFP) - Japan 
strengthened their iron grip 
on World Cup qualifying 
Group B Tuesday but mighty 
Iran were sent spinning to 
their first ever defeat to out¬ 
siders Lebanon. 

As Japan beat Iraq 1-0 in 
Saitama, Group A leaders 
South Korea were held to a 
pulsating 2-2 draw by Uzbek¬ 
istan. 

Tuesday’s other two 
matches produced shocks as 
Lebanon had Shandong 
Luneng midfielder Roda 
Antar to thank for a famous 1 - 
0 win over Iran that raised 
hopes of an unlikely World 
Cup berth. 

Later Jordan franked that 
result with a stunning 2-1 win 
over Australia that sent the 
winners into second behind 
Japan and left the losers 
struggling to qualify for their 
third successive World Cup 
finals appearance. 

In the 28th minute in 
Beirut, China-based Antar 
rose to head home a free-kick, 
a goal that proved enough to 
lift Lebanon off the foot of 
Group A and put them three 
points behind pace-setters 
South Korea. 

The top two teams from two 
groups of five gain automatic 
entry to the 2014 World Cup in 
Brazil, while the two third- 
placed countries will go into a 
play-off series. 

Japan were hit by the late 
withdrawal of Manchester 
United’s Shinji Kagawa with a 
lower back twinge, and they 
weathered an early storm from 
a makeshift Iraq side mar¬ 
shalled by former Blue Samu¬ 
rai coach Zico. 

But the hosts earned the 
crucial breakthrough when 
Stuttgart's Shinji Okazaki fed 
Jubilo Iwata striker Ryoichi 
Maeda in the six-yard box to 
nod home the game's only goal 
on 25 minutes. 

The dangerous Ahmed 
Yaseen extended Japan 'keeper 
Eiji Kawashima with a goal- 
bound shot but the hosts 
looked more comfortable after 
the break, with CSKA

Moscow playmaker Keisuke 
Honda a particular threat. 

"We want to win the ticket 
to the World Cup as quickly as 
possible," said coach Alberto 
Zaccheroni. "I'm going to start 
thinking about our next game," 
he added. 

Japan, seeking their fifth 
consecutive World Cup ap¬ 
pearance, have 10 points from 
their first four games, includ¬ 
ing earlier wins against Jordan 
and Oman and a 1-1 away 
draw with Australia. 

Japan are not in action again 
until November 14, when they 
are away against Oman. Ka¬ 
gawa meanwhile gave assur¬ 
ances that his back strain, 
sustained during training, was 
"not that serious" and should 
not keep him out for long. 

Meanwhile in Tashkent, 
hosts Uzbekistan took a valu¬ 
able point from their game 
with Group A pace-setters 
South Korea, which ended 2-2 
after a frenetic 90 minutes. 

Uzbekistan snatched the 


net, but 2002 World Cup semi¬ 
finalists South Korea got back 
on terms just before half-time 
through a header by skipper 
Kwak Tae-Hwi. 

Veteran striker Lee Dong- 
Gook fired the visitors ahead 
in the 57th minute but Sanjar 
Tursunov headed Uzbekistan's 
equaliser two minutes later to 
ensure that the points were 
shared. 

Although South Korea 
dropped points for the first 
time in the final qualifying 
round, they remained top of 
Group A with seven points 
from three games. 

Uzbekistan, however, still 
have plenty of work to do if 
they hope to qualify for their 
first World Cup as they remain 
winless with only two points 
from the same number of 
matches. 

Australia's 2014 World Cup 
qualifying campaign suffered 
a shattering blow when they 
crashed to the humiliating de¬ 
feat by Jordan in Amman. 

Already under pressure fol¬ 
lowing two consecutive draws 
against Oman and Japan in 
Group B, the Socceroos ap¬ 
peared overwhelmed at the 
packed King Abdullah Sta¬ 
dium. 

Hassan Abdel-Fattah scored 
a penalty in the 51st minute 
and Amer Deeb struck in the 
73rd for Jordan before Archie 
Thompson pulled one back for 
Australia in the 85th.

Germany edge 
combative Austria

VIENNA (AFP) - Germany 
edged a combative Austria 2-1 
to confirm their top spot in 
Group C after Tuesday's 2014 
World Cup qualifier in Vienna. 

After a 3-0 victory against 
the Faroe Islands in Friday's 
first qualifier, Germany se¬ 
cured another three points 
thanks to goals in either half 
from Marco Reus and Mesut 
Ozil to stay top of Group C 
with six points, ahead of Ire¬ 
land and Sweden, who de¬ 
feated Kazakhstan 2-0 on 
Tuesday. 

Werder Bremen midfielder 
Zlatko Junuzovic saved Aus¬ 
trian honour with a 57th- 
minute goal in their first match 
of the campaign in front of 
47,000 spectators at the sold- 
out Ernst Happel Stadium. 

An Austria side containing 
nine players who ply their 
trade in the German Bun- 
desliga had started strongly, 
with a first chance after just 
three minutes, but Bayern Mu¬ 
nich defender Holger Badstu- 
ber got between VfB 
Stuttgart's Martin Hamik and 
goal. 

Although the Germans tried 
to fight back, their opponents 
had the best chances of the 


half, with Harnik and veteran 
international Andreas Ivan- 
schitz shooting just wide of the 
net on several occasions. 

Borussia Dortmund's Reus 
finally broke the deadlock a 
minute before half time, slot¬ 
ting a Miroslav Klose assist 
past Austrian goalkeeper 
Robert Aimer. 

The Germans were then 
awarded a penalty seven min¬ 
utes into the second half when 
Austria's Veli Kavlak brought 
down Thomas Mueller. 

Dutch referee Bjoem 
Kuipers pointed to the spot, and 
Real Madrid's Ozil expertly 
converted to make it 2-0. 

The Austrians' early fight¬ 
ing spirit reappeared however 
as Junuzovic hit the back of the 
net five minutes later. 

A mistake by German skip¬ 
per Philipp Lahm almost al¬ 
lowed Guido Burgstaller to 
equalise with 20 minutes left, 
but further pressing by the 
Austrians failed to alter the 
scoreline, despite a couple of 
good chances for Marko Ar- 
nautovic. 

Austria's Swiss coach Mar¬ 
cel Koller regretted that his 
team's performance did not se¬ 
cure at least one point.

NBA: Seattle officials 
OK new arena 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Col¬ 
orado (AFP) - US athlete Deb¬ 
bie Dunn has been banned for 
two years after testing positive 
for a banned steroid at the US 
Olympic trials in June, the US 
Anti-Doping Agency said 


SEATTLE (AFP) - The Seat¬ 
tle City Council has agreed to 
a deal with investor Christo¬ 
pher Hansen to build a $490 
million arena that could host 
NBA and NHL teams as well 
as concerts and other events. 

City officials confirmed 
the deal on Tuesday saying it 
could be the start of bringing 
an NBA team back to the city. 

The former Seattle Super- 
sonics moved to Oklahoma 
City after a deal to have a 
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new arena built in Seattle 
failed to materialize in 2008. 

The team was re-named 
the Thunder in a deal with the 
NBA and Seattle officials 
with the hope that one day an 
expansion team or another re¬ 
located NBA franchise could 
move to Seattle and pick up 
the Supersonics' name and 
history. 

'This agreement marks an 
exciting day in Seattle as we 
take a big step towards bring¬ 
ing back the Sonics," said 
councilman Mike O'Brien, 
who said the deal included 
provisions for improved 
transportation infrastructure 
and other benefits for the city 
at large. 

The agreement also in¬ 
cludes financial protections 
for the city and King County. 
Hansen's investor group, Are- 
naCo, must double the secu¬ 
rity reserve if its revenue fails 
to meet expectations. At the 
end of the 30-year arena use 
agreement, the city and 
county can require ArenaCo 
to purchase the land and fa¬ 
cility for $200 million.

Dunn was first alerted of a 
positive test result in July 
shortly, after the US Olympic 
Trials in Eugene, Oregon. 

The 34-year-old athlete, 
who didn't qualify to race an 
individual event in London but 
had earned a place in the pool 
of 4x400m relay candidates, 
withdrew from the US team for 
London saying she didn't want 
her case to be a distraction as 
she awaited the final outcome. 

US AD A said in a statement 
on Tuesday that Dunn's posi¬ 
tive test for an anabolic agent 
had been confirmed. 

"Dunn, 34, accepted a two- 
year period of ineligibility, 
which began on August 1, 
2012, the date she accepted a 
provisional suspension," 

USADA's statement said. "As 
a result of the sanction, Dunn 
has been disqualified from all 
competitive results achieved 
on and subsequent to June 22, 
2012, the date the US Olympic 
Team Trials began, including 
forfeiture of any medals, 
points, and prizes."

Murray wins US Open epic, 
ends 76-year British agony 



NEW YORK (AFP) - History¬ 
making Andy Murray ended 
Britain's 76-year wait for a 
men's Grand Slam champion 
when he beat 2011 winner 
Novak Djokovic 7-6 (12/10), 
7-5,2-6, 3-6, 6-2 in an epic US 
Open final on Monday. 

Murray became Britain's 
first major champion since 
Fred Perry claimed his third 
American title in 1936, the 
year the Spanish Civil War 
started and Franklin D. Roo¬ 
sevelt was re-elected US pres¬ 
ident. 

In a roller-coaster final, 
which witnessed a 54-shot 
rally, numerous 30-stroke ex¬ 
changes, as well as a record¬ 
setting tie-breaker, the 
25-year-old Murray held his 
nerve in a knife-edge final set. 

The Olympic champion led 
3-0 in the decider, dropped 
serve but broke again for 5-2 
when Djokovic called a med¬ 
ical time-out. 

But Murray wasn't to be 
denied, taking the historic 
crown when Djokovic went 
long with a forehand on a sec¬ 
ond match point in what was, 
at four hours and 54 minutes, 
the second-longest US Open 
final of all time. 


Murray insisted it was a 
huge relief to finally have cap¬ 
tured a major and put an end 
to the questions over whether 
or not he would do it. 

Murray paid tribute to 
coach Ivan Fendl, who lost 
three finals in New York from 
1982-1984 before clinching 
three titles in a row from 
1985-1987. 

Djokovic admitted Murray 
was a worthy winner. 

"Any loss is a bad loss. I'm 
disappointed to lose the 
match, but in the back of my 
mind I knew that I gave it all. 
I really, really tried to fight my 
way back through," said 
Djokovic. 

"I had a great opponent 
today. He deserved to win this 
Grand Slam more than any¬ 
body because over the years 
he's been a top player. He's 
been so close; lost four finals. 
Now he has won it, so I would 
like to congratulate him." 

Murray had lost all of his 
four previous Grand Slam fi¬ 
nals — to Roger Federer at the 
US Open in 2008, the 2010 
Australian Open and this 
year's Wimbledon, as well as 
to Djokovic in Australia in 
2011. 


Meanwhile yesterday 
British leaders, tennis chiefs 
and former players hailed 
Andy Murray's grit after the 
Scot became the first British 
man to win a Grand Slam 
since 1936. 

Murray was offered the 
freedom of his local city, as 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron said his five-set de¬ 
feat of Serbia's Novak 
Djokovic in the US Open final 
was continuing Britain's 
"golden summer of sport" fol¬ 
lowing the Olympics and Par¬ 
alympics. 

"I'm absolutely delighted 
for him. It is a huge achieve¬ 
ment," Cameron said outside 
his 10 Downing Street office. 

Scottish First Minister Alex 
Salmond said the 25-year-old 
was now a "legend" in his 
homeland. 

"Congratulations to Andy 
Murray on what was a fantas¬ 
tic performance," he said in a 
statement. 

Stirling Council, which 
presides over Murray's central 
Scotland hometown Dun¬ 
blane, said it was looking to 
give the tennis star a home¬ 
coming fit for a hero 


Olympics: 
Ostapchuk in the 
dark as coach 
gets four-year ban 



MINSK (AFP) - Disgraced 
Belarus shot putter 
Nadezhda Ostapchuk was on 
Tuesday handed a one-year 
ban after testing positive for 
a banned anabolic steroid 
that cost her Olympic gold. 

The sentence was lenient 
because Ostapchuk was 
completetly in the dark that 
she had doped, according to 
Alexander Vanhadlo, the 
head of Belarus' anti-doping 
agency. 

Vanhadlo said that 
Ostapchuk's coach, Alexan¬ 
der Yefimov, was the only 
person responsible for the 
violation of the doping code 
and was banned for four 
years. 

"Yefimov confessed that 
he added the banned drug 
metenolone into Ostapchuk's 
food because he was worried 
by her unimpressive results 
ahead of the Olympics," 
Vanhadlo told the press. 

"Yefimov said that he did 


it at the training base in Be¬ 
larus just days before the 
start of the Games without 
Ostapchuk's knowledge." 

Ostapchuk became the 
first medallist disqualified 
from the Fondon Games for 
doping and was stripped of 
her women's Olympic shot 
put title. 

The International 

Olympic Committee (IOC) 
awarded gold to New 
Zealand's Valerie Adams 
after Ostapchuk provided 
two urine samples which 
were both found to contain 
metenolone. 

Russia's Yevgeniy a 

Kolodko was upgraded to 
silver medal position, with 
Fijiao Gong of China taking 
bronze. 

Ostapchuk had been com¬ 
peting in her third Olympics 
in Fondon. She finished 
fourth in Athens in 2004 and 
won bronze in Beijing four 
years ago.
